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The  University  Crest 

A  Description  and   Explanation  of  Heraldic  Terms 

The  official  description  could  be  arranged  and  spaced  as  follows: 

Per  saltire  Purpure  and  Argent. 

In  chief  an  Open  Book  proper  edged  and  clasped  Or. 

In  fesse  two  Hurts  each  charged  with  a  demi  lion  ranipant  double  queued  issuant  Ermine  Ducally 
crowned   Gold. 

And  in  base  within  an  Annulet  a  Stag  trippant  of  the  second. 

On  a  Chief  of  the  third  a  Sun  rising  Gules. 

And  for  the  Crest  on  a  Wreath  of  the  Colours  in  front  of  a  Branch  of  Maple  Gules  an  Open  Book 
as  in  the  Arms  as  the  same  are  in  the  margin  hereof  more  plainly  depicted. 

An   Explanation 

"Per  saltire,"  or  saltier,  means  saltirewise.  Saltire  is  St.  Andrew's  Cross;  by  this  cross  the  shield 
is  divided  into  four  sections.     Purpure  is  of  course  purple  and  argent  is  silver. 

"In  Chief":  the  chief  is  the  upper  part  of  the  shield  in  which  the  open  book  is  displayed.  "Proper" 
applies  to  any  object  in  Heraldry  having  its  natural  colour.  "Or"  is  metal  gold  represented  by  yellow 
colour  and  in  engraving  represented  by  dots  on  a  white  ground. 

"In  Fesse":  A  fesse  is  a  band  across  the  shield  and  in  fesse  refers  to  the  position  where  such  a  band 
would  be  if  depicted.  Hurt  is  originally  an  abbreviation  of  hurtle  in  hurtleberry  or  huckleberry  and 
refers  to  the  round  circles  coloured  blue  in  which  the  two  lions  appear.  The  dictionary  definition  is, 
"a  roundel  azure,  representing  the  huckleberry."  The  demi-lion  is  a  half  lion,  its  hind  quarters  and  legs 
not  being  depicted.  Rampant  refers  to  the  fact  that  it  is  standing  on  its  hind  legs.  Double  queued 
refers  to  its  tail  or  queue.  Ermine  refers  to  its  colour.  It  is  one  of  the  furs  with  peculiar  spots,  black  on 
a  white  ground.     These  lions  are  each  wearing  a  duke's  coronet. 

"In  base":  The  base  is  obviously  the  lower  section  of  the  shield  as  quartered  and  the  annulet  is  a 
ring.  "A  ring  born  as  a  charge."  It  is  also  the  mark  of  cadency  which  the  fifth  brother  of  the  family 
ought  to  wear  on  his  coat  of  arms.  Trippant  in  heraldry  is  walking  or  trotting  represented  as  having  one 
of  the  four  hoofs  lifted  and  the  other  three  on  the  ground. 

"A  rising  Sun":  On  a  chief  of  the  third  a  sun  rising  Gules.  On  a  chief  as  distinct  from  in  chief 
evidently  here  describes  the  upper  part  of  the  shield  which  has  been  added.  Of  the  third:  "A  com- 
paratively late  rule  of  blazonry  asserts  that  no  tincture  should  be  named  a  second  time  in  the  blazon  of 
one  coat."  Of  the  third  therefore  refers  to  the  gold,  "or",  or  colouring  of  the  background  on  which  the 
rising  sun  is  depicted.  Gules  refers  to  its  red  colour  which  should  be  indicated  by  vertical  lines  drawn 
close  together  on  an  engraved  reproduction. 

The  crest  is  the  open  book  with  the  background  of  the  branch  of  maple  leaves.  Below  it  appears  a 
helmet  which  is  not  mentioned  in  the  official  description,  but  has  a  heraldic  significance.  It  supports  the 
crest  and  may  be  properly  used  in  a  coat  of  arms  of  a  University. 

"Veritas  et  Utilitas":  The  two  supporters  on  either  side  of  the  shield  are  thus  described:  "On  the 
dexter  side  a  Moose  and  on  the  sinister  side  a  Lynx  both  Or."  The  dexter  side  is  the  right  hand 
side  of  the  person  wearing  the  shield  and  thus  appears  as  the  left  from  the  spectator's  point  of  view. 
The  sinister  is  the  left  hand  side  of  the  wearer — the  right  hand  side  of  the  spectator. 

The  motto  is  only  included  in  the  grant  by  the  fact  that  it  is  depicted  in  the  original.  For  the 
benefit  of  those  who  do  not  know  Latin  its  meaning  is,  "Truth  and  Service."

DESPITE  all  the  refinements  of  the  Caesarian  and  Gregorian  Calendars,  we  often  resort 
to  the  primitive  method  of  designating  dates  not  by  years  but  by  some  contemporary 
events  of  major  importance,  e.g.,  "the  year  of  the  big  wind,"  "the  year  War  broke 
out."  It  may  well  be  that  your  graduating  class  in  Arts  will  be  known  to  fame  not  by 
calendar  numerals  as  the  "class  of  '34,"  not  as  the  "last  class  to  graduate  from  the  old 
buildings"  or  the  "first  class  to  be  graduated  from  the  new  buildings,"  but  as  the  "Lawson 
Memorial  Library  Class,"  the  last  class  that  was  allowed  the  privilege  of  doing  its  final 
reviewing  for  examinations  in  the  old  Library  section  of  the  Arts  building. 

But  nobody  can  say  that  the  new  building  has  not  already  played  a  distinct  part  in 
finishing  your  education.  It  has  taught  you  the  blessings  of  adversity  and  the  joys  of  the 
distant  parking  spaces.  It  has  given  you  the  material  on  which  to  exercise  an  almost 
romantic  imagination:   It  has  given  you  a  superb  opportunity  to  learn  the  uses  of  leisure. 

With  the  increase  of  material  comforts  and  advantages  such  as  this  Library  will  afford 
there  is  sometimes  lost  a  great  deal  of  the  spirit  that  "makes"  an  organization  in  its  pioneer 
days  of  struggle.  All  material  things  at  Western  are  better  than  they  were  a  quarter  of  a 
century  ago.  We  should  be  turning  into  our  national  life  finer  samples  of  manhood  and 
womanhood  than  left  our  halls  in  days  of  yore,  but  are  we?  It  is  not  in  the  negative  answer 
that  the  path  of  progress  lies.  Each  graduating  unit  should  be  a  bit  better  than 
its  predecessor,  not  in  size  or  noise,  but  in  inherent  worth  and  in  achievement.  My  wish 
for  the  "Lawson  Memorial  Library  class"  is  that  it  may  continue  by  its  performance  after 
graduation  to  take  its  proper  place  in  the  ladder  of  progress,  better  than  its  predecessor  but 
ready  to  admit  that  its  successor  should  be  better  than  it  has  ever  been.  My  wish  for  the 
class  is  that  it  may  be  so  good  that  its  successors  will  have  to  "step"  to  attain  this  laudable 
superiority.

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THE  Christmas  season  left  its  note  of  sadness  in  the  sudden  and  untimely  passing  of 
Dr.  W.  S.  Downham,  prominent  London  physician  and  a  member  of  the  Faculty 
of  Medicine  of  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  Medical  School. 

The  late  Dr.  Downham  was  for  many  years  associated  with  the  London  Public  Health 
Association,  and  for  the  past  fifteen  years  was  the  Chief  Medical  Officer  for  this  city;  the 
duties  of  this  position  have  been  particularly  onerous  during  these  years  of  depression. 

Graduating  from  the  Medical  School  here  in  the  class  of  '12,  Dr.  Downham,  following 
a  short  time  as  interne  and  in  private  practice,  took  a  post  graduate  course  in  Public  Health. 

Always  well  up-to-date  with  the  progress  of  medicine,  his  own  work  and  contribu- 
tions were  of  a  clinical  nature,  as  his  active  practice  and  teaching  left  no  time  for  sustained 
research.  His  sense  of  "noblesse  oblige"  was  great,  and  aside  from  his  professional  duties 
there  were  many  demands  on  him,  church  and  community  both  claiming  a  share  of  his  time 
and  interest.     He  was  a  member  of  many  medical  as  well  as  fraternal  organizations. 

One  of  his  greatest  interests  lay  in  the  teaching  of  students;  throughout  his  career 
he  possessed  the  admiration  and  respect  of  his  students. 

Thus  ended  a  life  that  has  been  devoted  to  science  and  the  community.  "A  man  in 
every  sense  of  the  word,  a  doctor  of  medicine,  a  true  and  loyal  friend."

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THERE  are  men  whose  passage  through  this  vale  of  tears  is  on  such  a  high  plane  that 
they  excite  the  approbation  of  all  those  with  whom  they  come  in  contact.  Without 
pausing  to  define  the  phrase,  their  fellows  dub  them  "the  salt  of  the  earth."  Such 
approbation  is  hard  won  and  it  is  instructive  to  reflect  a  little  upon  those  attributes  with 
which  these  men  are  endowed. 

Almost  invariably  they  are  found  to  be  men  who  do  the  day's  work  with  a  smile. 
They  suffer  pain  and  bear  it  well.  They  have  an  encouraging  word  for  their  fellows  and  a 
little  money  for  the  deserving  one  pinched  by  poverty.  One  turns  to  them  for  that  wise 
word  of  counsel  which  means  so  much,  and  one  is  never  disappointed.  In  short,  they  are 
always  ready  to  help  a  lame  dog  over  a  stile. 

Such  was  Arthur  Barber.  Generations  of  students  of  Western  who  have  felt  the 
force  of  his  personality  are  saddened  by  the  reflection  that  he  has  gone  before.  His  cheery 
greeting  and  kindly  assistance  have  been  lost  to  us  and  those  who  come  after  us;  but  we 
are  comforted  by  the  thought  that  we  were  privileged  to  know  him. 

"Barb"  was  born  at  Beccles,  England,  on  December  5,  1891,  and  joined  the  technical 
staff  at  Western  in  the  Department  of  Pharmacology  in  1919.  He  died  on  June  26,  1933, 
just  as  he  would  have  wished — a  short  illness  following  a  cerebral  accident  from  which 
he  did  not  recover  consciousness.     He  leaves  a  widow. 

How  many  of  us  can  reverently  whisper  to  ourselves,  "He  was  my  friend,  faithful 
and  just  to  me!"

In  appreciation  of  their  patronage  very  kindly  given  to  University 
functions  during  our  years  at  Western,  we,  the  graduating  class  of  '34, 
dedicate  this  page.  The  friendships  formed  through  their  co-operation 
with  us  will  not  soon  be  forgotten. 
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SEVERAL  years  ago  it  was  suggested  to  the  Hippocratic  Society,  the  student  governing  body  of  our 
Medical  School,  that  a  standard  design  be  adopted  for  all  class  insignia,  including  pins,  rings  and 
crests.  It  was  desired  that  this  design  should  embody  the  symbols  of  Medicine  and  also  show  the 
school  to  which  the  wearer  of  the  crest  or  pin  belonged.  Many  attempts  were  made  by  the  Hippocratic 
Council  to  find  a  suitable  design.  Numerous  designs  were  submitted  but  no  agreement  could  be  reached 
between  the  members  of  the  various  committees  and  of  the  Hippocratic  Councils. 

Finally  by  combining  parts  of  many  of  the  designs  submitted,  the  insignia  shown  on  this  page,  was 
accepted  by  the  Council.  This  design  was  then  submitted  for  ratification  to  the  Insignia  Committee  of 
the  University.  They  placed  upon  it  their  seal  of  approval,  making  it  official  and  ending  successfully  the 
years  of  hard  work  of  trying  to  find  one  design  which  would  pass  all  tests  and  serve  all  purposes. 

As  you  examine  this  design  you  will  find  applied  upon  a  purple  background  oval  m  shape  a  white 
"W,"  the  initial  and  colours  of  our  alma  mater.  Superimposed  upon  this  "W"  is  the  Staff  of  Aesculapius, 
the  god  of  medicine.  The  two  serpents  which  have  wound  themselves  around  the  staff,  their  heads 
meeting  at  the  top  in  eternal  friendship,  symbolize  by  the  habit  of  changing  their  skins  the  health  and 
renewal  as  given  to  mankind  by  m.edicine.  The  wings  on  the  staff  are  a  symbol  of  the  attempt  to  spread 
the  healing  art  of  medicine  throughout  the  world.  By  these  tokens  you  will  realize  that  the  design  has 
attained  to  the  ideal  which  was  aimed  at  by  those  desiring  to  have  a  standardized  class  insignia  for  our 
Medical  School. 

We  submit  this  design  to  the  student  body  of  our  Medical  School  knowing  that  they  will  feel  pride 

in  wearing  it  and  also  that  they  will  make  it  a  symbol,  to  all  who  see  it,  of  the  high  standard  reached  by  the 

Medical  School  of  the  University  of  Western  Ontario.

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The  New  Ldwson  Memorial  Library 


THE  graduating  class  of  '34  saw  with  interest,  during  the  later  months  of  the  year,  the  rise  of  the  new 
library  building  for  Western,  which  will  be  open  when  the  next  academic  year  begins.  Though  it 
is  only  ten  years  since  the  new  university  buildings  were  erected,  and  though  at  that  time  the 
accommodation  set  apart  for  a  library  seemed  likely  to  be  adequate  for  many  years  to  come,  the  growth  of 
the  enrollment,  taxing  reading  room  space,  and  the  growth  of  the  library  itself,  taxing  stack  accommodation, 
brought  about  a  difficult  situation.  It  was  at  this  time  that  announcement  was  made  that  the  late 
Mrs.  Frank  Lawson  had  in  her  will  left  a  considerable  bequest  which  could  be  used  for  this  purpose. 
This  sum  was  further  increased  by  her  son  and  daughter,  Mr.  Ray  Lawson  and  Mrs.  Duncan  McArthur 
and  was  supplemented  by  a  grant  from  the  City  of  London,  which  as  a  measure  of  unemployment  relief, 
brought  similar  grants  from  the  provincial  and  federal  governments.  These  various  sources  of  money 
have  made  the  new  library  possible. 
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The  pkns  for  the  new  building,  of  which  an  illustration  accompanies  this  article,  were  drawn  by  the 
firm  of  John  M.  Moore  and  Company.  The  style  of  architecture  is  similar  to  that  of  the  other  university 
buildings  and  the  construction  is  likewise  of  stone.  The  library  stands  to  the  west  of  the  present  main 
building  and  faces  west  upon  a  new  road,  to  be  known  as  the  Mall.  It  is  connected  with  the  main  build- 
ing by  a  tunnel  which  provides  access  without  having  to  go  outside.  The  library  has  a  frontage  of 
145  feet  and  a  depth  of  4S  feet  with  a  stack  room  at  the  rear  39  by  65  feet.  The  connecting  tunnel 
passes  completely  under  the  stack  room. 

The  main  reading  room,  seating  over  200,  will  occupy  the  entire  second  floor  of  the  library,  with  a 
delivery  counter  32  feet  long  behind  which  will  be  access  to  the  fourth  deck  of  the  stacks.  The  lighting 
of  this  reading  room  will  be  excellent,  with  a  western  front  and  windows  on  the  sides  as  well. 

On  the  first  floor  there  will  be  a  second  reading  room,  seating  about  100,  and  providing  all  the  reserved 
or  assigned  reading.  In  both  reading  rooms  there  will  be  an  open  shelf  collection  of  reference  books.  On 
the  first  floor  there  will  also  be  a  library  science  class  room,  a  rare  book  vault,  a  map  room  and  general 
offices.     The  lobby  and  vestibule  of  the  main  entrance  will  be  handsomely  finished. 

In  the  basement  there  will  be  cataloguing  rooms,  a  large  storage  room  for  uncatalogued  books,  a 
room  for  bound  newspapers,  of  which  the  library  has  a  large  and  growing  collection,  and  a  large  museum 
room  where  the  Jury  collection  of  Indian  material  and  examples  of  early  arts  and  handcrafts  will  be  dis- 
played. An  interesting  feature  of  the  lower  floor  will  be  an  illuminated  case,  16  feet  wide,  directly  facing 
the  tunnel  entrance,  in  which  exhibitions  of  material  of  literary,  historical  or  artistic  character  may  be 
placed. 

The  stack  room,  which  is  at  the  rear  of  the  main  portion  of  the  library,  will  have  four  decks  of  steel 
shelving  and  will  hold  between  175,000  and  200,000  volumes.  This  will  be  supplemented  by  space  in 
the  store  rooms.  On  each  deck  of  the  stack  there  will  be  twelve  reading  alcoves  or  "carrels"  for  the  use 
of  graduate  students,  faculty  members  and  others  to  whom  they  may  be  assigned.  This  is  a  feature  of 
the  new  library  that  will  be  especially  appreciated  by  those  who  are  doing  any  form  of  research  work. 
Reading  rooms  and  carrels  together  provide  seating  for  over  350  people. 

The  particular  location  of  the  library  building  makes  it  possible  at  any  time  in  the  future  to  extend 
the  wings  of  the  present  main  building  so  as  to  form  a  quadrangle.  In  such  event,  portions  of  the  extended 
wings  may  also  be  set  apart  for  library  use,  or  the  library  building  itself  may  have  wings  added.  The 
essential  feature  m  planning  a  library,  namely  to  allow  for  expansion,  has  been  achieved. 

The  general  and  other  contracts  for  the  new  building  were  almost  entirely  awarded  to  London  firms. 
A  London  firm,  John  M.  Moore  fe?  Company,  designed  the  structure.  The  library  tables  and  other 
wood  furnishings  were  supplied  by  the  McCracken  Show  Case  Company,  the  electrical  work  was  done 
by  J.  H.  Pollock,  the  steel  was  supplied  by  the  London  Structural  Steel  Company,  Limited,  the  floors  are 
the  work  of  the  Italian  Mosaic  and  Marble  Company,  Limited.  The  steel  stacks,  as  well  as  stairs  and 
other  work  of  that  kind,  are  the  product  of  Dennisteel  Limited,  while  the  cut  stone,  Queenston  limestone 
for  steps  and  base  course  and  Indiana  limestone  for  window  and  other  trim  was  supplied  by  A.  and  E. 
Nobbs.     The  stone  used  in  the  building  generally  is  Georgetown  sandstone. 

The  university  owes  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  those  who  have  made  this  building  possible,  to 
Mr.  Ray  Lawson  and  Mrs.  Duncan  Mc  Arthur  in  particular,  whose  decision  with  regard  to  the  use  to  be 
made  of  their  mother's  bequest,  and  their  further  personal  gift,  made  the  new  library  possible.  It  will 
be  a  worthy  memorial  to  the  late  Mr.  Frank  Lawson  and  Mrs.  Lawson,  both  of  whom  were  warm  friends 
of  the  university.

T  is  not  an  easy  task  to  give  counsel  at  such  a  time  as  the  present,  even  though  definite 
signs  of  improvement  are  not  lacking.  Those  of  you  who  are  graduating  with  the  class 
of  1934  will  look  upon  a  world  much  changed  from  that  viewed  by  the  graduates  of  a 
few  years  ago.  Opportunities  for  service  and  self-expression  will  appear  more  difficult  to 
secure.  It  is  possible  that  you  will  find  in  many  places  a  profound  sense  of  failure  and  of 
despair.  But  you  must  not  be  misled  by  this.  The  most  courageous  and  worthwhile  thing 
you  can  do  is  to  look  upon  such  a  world  as  providing  an  opportunity  after  all.  Recent 
events  have  impressed  us  with  the  lack  of  vision  possessed  by  many  of  those  carrying 
important  responsibilities.  By  observing  the  mistakes  of  others  and  taking  advantage  of 
every  opportunity  for  self-improvement — remember  that  in  many  respects  your  education 
is  just  commencing — you  should  not  long  want  for  that  opportunity  you  so  earnestly 
desire.  Consider,  if  you  will,  the  remarks  addressed  recently  to  a  group  of  university 
students  about  to  graduate,  by  one  of  the  most  respected  of  the  older  generation. 


"You  will  not  be  discouraged  at  the  start.  Your  spirit  will  not  be  broken  because  you 
enter  the  game  at  a  critical  time.  You  will  look  on  these  difficulties  as  a  challenge  and  you 
will  discipline  yourselves  to  meet  them.  That  discipline  comes  too  late  for  my  generation. 
We  shall  suffer  from  it,  but  we  shall  not  survive  to  profit  by  it.  If  you  can  survive  the 
initial  shock  you  will  have  before  you  the  most  favoring  circumstances  for  service 
presented  to  young  men  of  any  time."

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Class    History    of    Arts  '34 

THE  history  of  four  years.  What  constituent  elements  go  to  make  up  that  history?  Rugby  games, 
hockey  and  basketball,  Little  Theatre  nights,  dances,  musicales,  teas  and  Skitter  Night,  examina- 
tions and  initiations,  hours  m  class  room  and  laboratory — all  of  course  have  their  place. 

But  the  true  history  of  Arts  '34  cannot  be  told  in  terms  of  athletic  contests,  or  social  functions,  or 
examinations  passed.  Rather,  if  it  is  to  be  worth  preserving,  it  must  be  a  history  of  mental  and  spiritual 
growth,  the  social  aspect  of  individual  growth.  That  history,  if  it  is  to  be  written  at  all,  will  be  written 
in  our  nation's  destiny  in  the  unborn  years,  when  we  shall  have  been  tested  and  found  true.  Written 
there  large  or  small,  but  written  to  endure  throughout  time  if  we  have  labored  truly  and  mastered  our  great 
lesson — that  of  Life. 

It  will  be  termed  presumptuous  to  declare  that  m  our  hands,  if  we  will  use  it,  lies  the  power  of  shap- 
ing destiny.  But  the  world  lies  before  us  today  as  it  ever  did  though  we  step  into  the  midst  of  a  fiercer 
struggle.  But  the  intrinsic  value  of  a  college  degree,  whatever  its  rating  in  financial  circles  or  the  com- 
modity markets,  is  undepreciated.     It  may  not  buy  food  today,  but  man  does  not  live  by  bread  alone. 

We  step  into  a  struggle,  but  if  we  are  worthy  campaigners,  if  our  weapons  forged  and  tempered  in 
four  years  here  are  true,  it  matters  not  how  hot  the  conflict,  nor  what  the  odds.  It  matters  not  victory

When  the  forts  of  folly  fall, 

Find  thy  body  by  the  wall ! 

It  is  our  faith  when  those  forts  of  folly  fall,  members  of  Arts  '34  will  be  found  leading  the  assault  on 
the  ramparts,  or  numbered  among  those  by  the  wall.  Then  will  the  true  history  of  Arts  '34  be  accom- 
plished.    No  one  then  can  say:  "It  is  as  if  thou  hadst  not  been." 

But  of  such  things  it  is  not  ours  to  dream  longer  now,  nor  to  read  the  future  m  the  mists  of  ardent 
fancy.  From  four  years  of  living  we  are  asked  to  distill  the  essence.  But  perhaps  the  better  way  is 
simply  to  chronicle  the  events  that  seemed,  to  us  at  any  rate,  important,  leaving  to  that  inward  eye  the 
delicate  task  of  shading  memories,  sad  or  gay. 

'"Will  the  Worm  turn  on  Thursday?"  was  the  Gazette's  welcome  to  the  Class  of  '34  when  m  the  fall 
of  1930  we  made  our  shy  entrance  into  Western.  Boys  and  girls  together  had  eaten  with  mixed  gusto 
and  bashfulness  in  the  Refectory  on  Registration  night — and  since  then,  the  boys  in  green  ties  and  purple 
berets,  the  girls  in  green  stockings  and  middy  outfits,  purple  caps  and  horn-rim  spectacles  had  ceased 
(under  orders)  to  speak.  Occasionally  we  formed  mixed  quartets,  or  mock  marriage  parties  at  the  behest 
of  the  lordly  Sophs.  In  due  course  came  the  initiation,  and  the  Worm  half-turned.  Dragged  through 
father  Thames,  we  maintained  our  banner  successfully  in  the  flag  rush.  Forthwith  disappeared  headgear, 
ties  and  stockings.     We   belonged. 

One  of  the  big  questions  of  the  year  was  whether  the  Mustangs  should  be  "Mustangs"  or  "Purples." 
They  remained  Mustangs.  Incidentally,  Kewpie  Kennedy  was  captain.  That  fall  there  came  to  Western 
a  new  Director  of  Physical  Education,  J.  Howard  Crocker.  Arts  '34  won  the  Arts  College  basketball 
championship,  but  lost  the  inter-faculty  title  to  Meds  '33.  In  February,  the  forward  pass  was  adopted 
in  Canadian  rugby. 

Going  back  to  other  things:  Remember  the  first  time  you  heard  "My  Buddy"  at  our  party — the  Frosh 
Reception?  And  the  club  meetings  we  attended?  And  the  professors  whose  wisdom  we  admired? 
And  then  the  January  examinations  for  the  first  time?  And  the  relief  afterwards.  And  then  the  days 
of  second  term  slipping  by,  punctuated  by  this  dance  or  that,  and  finally  May  and  another  set  of  examina- 
tions.    Maybe  you  didn't  even  have  time  to  see  "East  Lynne"  at  the  Capitol  that  spring. 

We  must  not  forget  elections.  Prefect  Cam  Calder  and  Sub-prefect  Isabel  McCracken,  who  wel- 
comed '34,  were  succeeded  by  Dick  Sanders  and  Ellen  Gallagher.  Then,  too,  the  Freshman  year  executive 
— Gord.  Awde,  president;  Norma  Sharpe,  vice-president;  Lois  Gidley,  secretary;  and  Walter  Blakely, 
treasurer — gave  way  to  the  Sophomore  executive.  Mel  Turner  became  president;  Lois  Gidley,  vice- 
president;  Margaret  Morgan,  secretary;  and  Walter  Blakely  was  again  entrusted  with  the  money  bags. 
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The  sophomore  year  started  off  badly  with  a  complete  defeat  in  the  initiation  —all  because  some 
anonymous  junior  told  us  to  "Stand  up  and  pull  'em  across."  We  lost  the  tug-of-war  ingloriously,  and 
in  the  flag-rush,  didn't  get  within  kicking  range  of  Benny  Baldwin,  perched  a-top  the  pole.  But  such 
things  had  been  forgotten  when  the  Hon.  G.  Howard  Ferguson  was  made  an  honorary  LL.D.  at  a  special 
convocation,  and  subsequently  presented  the  Ferguson  Trophy  to  the  University. 

The  important  thing  that  fall  was  Western's  march  to  the  Senior  Intercollegiate  Rugby  title — if  we 
exclude  the  introduction  of  archery  among  the  girls.  Western's  rugby  possibilities  were  first  realized 
as  we  stamped  madly  on  our  fedora  one  rainy  afternoon  in  Toronto.  Messrs.  Ward,  McKay,  Kennedy 
and  S.  Valenote,  combining  on  a  forward  pass  play,  had  just  taken  the  ball  90  yards  down  the  soggy 
field  for  a  touch-down.  Western's  first  victory  over  the  Blue  seniors  in  Toronto.  The  score  was  6-4. 
The  next  week  the  Mustangs  took  Toronto  10-2,  at  home.  Then  came  the  Intercollegiate  title  in  spite 
of  defeat  by  McGill.  Again  we  went  west  to  Sarnia  for  perhaps  the  greatest  game  of  all,  a  7-1  victory 
over  the  Imperials.  And  then  to  Montreal,  in  the  Eastern  Canada  finals.  It  was  a  good  fight,  but 
Warren  Stevens'  arm  was  too  strong.  We  lost  22-0  to  Winged  Wheelers.  The  climax  of  the  fall  term 
came  with  Western's  first  Rhodes  scholarship,  won  by  Dalton  Dean. 

Of  chief  prominence  in  February  was  the  evening  of  the  last  day — Western's  first  Co-ed  Prom.  How 
the  bashful,  blushing  boys  enjoyed  seeing  the  Co-eds  pay !  But  then  we  are  forgetting  the  Soph  Shuffle — 
initiated  by  our  own  year.  The  question  of  academic  gowns  was  again  threshed  out  to  no  purpose. 
The  Centralized  Year  Treasury  was  projected,  and  made  a  certainty  for  1932-3J.  The  Hesperian  Club 
celebrated  its  tenth  anniversary  with  William  Arthur  Deacon  as  speaker.  The  talkies  presented  George 
Arliss  as  "The  Man  who  played  God,"  and  the  British  surprise,  Renate  Muller  as  "Sunshine  Susie." 
Remember? 

Not  to  bore  you  with  discussions  about  Student  Health  Insurance — which  we  seem  to  have  with  us 
always,  in  more  or  less  limited  amounts — the  elections  resulted  in  elevation  of  Teskey  Smith  to 
the  Prefecture,  and  Jean  O'Brien  to  the  Sub-prefecture.  Our  own  year  executive  was  headed  by 
Jack  Symons,  as  president.  Lois  Gidley  was  vice-president,  Dorothy  McVettie  was  secretary,  and 
Ced  Tanner  took  over  the  strong-box. 

Our  junior  year  saw  us  looking  on  at  initiation  for  the  first  time,  and  admiring  Western's  "royal 
carriage."  Then  later  on  Frank  Lawson  budded  forth  as  editor  of  "The  Grumbler"  when  the  S.A.A. 
"pansies"  abolished  the  down-town  initiation  parade.  Through  it  all  Editor  Mel  Turner  serenely 
steered  The  Gazette  to  a  successful  conclusion  of  its  twenty-fifth  year  of  publication.  More  than  that. 
The  Gazette  made  its  debut  as  a  semi-weekly  publication. 

The  Literary  Society  was  decently  interred  in  the  spring,  after  welcoming  to  Western  a  British 
Debating  team,  a  women's  team  from  the  Maritimes,  and  presenting  the  Christmas  Lit  for  the  last  time. 
Margery  Rean  was  sent  East  to  represent  Western  on  a  debating  tour.  Mr.  J.  S.  Woodsworth,  M.P., 
leader  of  the  C.C.F.,  was  the  outstanding  speaker  of  the  year. 

The  Rugby  season  was  not  crowned  with  the  success  of  1931,  but  another  member  of  the  Mustangs 
captured  a  Rhodes  scholarship — this  time  a  Med,  Banty  McLachlan. 

We  closed  our  junior  year  by  electing  our  president.  Jack  Symons,  Prefect,  and  choosing  as  his  consort, 
Lois  Gidley.  Bob  Syer  was  chosen  for  the  senior  year  presidency;  Sarah  Paterson  was  elected  vice- 
president;  Eleanor  Koehler  was  elected  secretary;  and  Stew  Stevens — who  managed  to  buy  himself  a 
suit  while  treasurer  of  the  Player's  Club — was  placed  m  charge  of  the  above-mentioned  strong-box. 
Once  more  we  wrote  exams,  and  returned  home  to  await,  in  more  or  less  trepidation,  the  mail-man. 

And  now  we  come  to  the  close  of  this  haphazard  retrospect  of  our  college  days,  for  this  volume  is  the 
history  of  our  senior  year.  No  brief  paragraphs  could  bring  back  the  eventful  days  since  last  September, 
as  can  an  idle  glance  through  the  Occidentalia — our  Occidentalia,  this  year. 

So  we  leave  you.  With  this  wish:  That  we  may  not  prove  unworthy  of  Western,  of  her  traditions 
and  of  her  professors,  as  we  face  the  strenuous  days  ahead    -the  battles  against  odds,  the  certain  defeats. 

"Bear  them  we  can,  and  if  we  can  we  must 
Shoulder  the  sky,  my  lad,  and  "drink  your  ale."

We,  who  know  you,  fear  not  for  the  future 
of  the  profession  as  you  don  the  cap  and  gown  which  commit 
you  to  ceaseless  toil  for  the  benefit  of  mankind.

N  the  fall  of  1928,  Western  opened  its  doors  to  another  group  of  pre-Meds  forming  the 
class  that  was  destined  to  become  the  experimental  laboratory  for  the  future  medical 
course. 

In  the  beginning  we  were  not  an  extraordinary  lot.  In  fact,  on  looking  back  on  our 
raw  and  uncouth  state,  we  can  imagine  the  dismay  with  which  our  professors  must  have 
regarded  us,  and  we  wonder  how  they  endure  the  trials  and  tribulations  of  moulding  a 
doctor.  However,  perhaps  the  reductions  in  our  ranks  during  the  Freshman  year  provided 
the  profs,  with  a  certain  grim  satisfaction  in  having  purged  the  scholastic  world. 

The  holocaust  descended  upon  us  in  the  Sophomore  year.  Some  of  us  had  turned  to 
athletics,  some  to  books,  a  few  to  social  activities  and  certain  others  inclined  toward  the 
military.  We  did  our  best  with  Botany,  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Zoology,  and  became  so 
familiar  with  the  labs  that  they  became,  at  times,  a  delightful  playground.  In  fact,  familiar- 
ity bred  contempt  and  before  the  end  of  the  year  a  spirit  of  levity  reigned.  Do  you 
remember  the  automatic  sprinkler  system  in  the  Botany  Lab? 

Perhaps  there  is  a  direct  connection  between  that  same  levity  and  the  decimating  of 
our  ranks  since,  of  our  original  fifty-two,  only  one  quarter,  torn,  bleeding  and  battered 
from  the  final  exams  were  able  to  continue  the  march  to  the  Medical  School  at  the  opening 
of  the  third  year. 

Such  a  catastrophe!  It  was  true  that  in  athletics  we  shone  with  great  glory.  The 
Meds  '34  Basketball  team  swept  all  before  it  and  captured  the  inter-faculty  championship 
without  the  loss  of  a  game.  Honour  had  been  acquired  on  the  fields  of  rugby,  soccer  and 
track,  but  not  so  in  the  field  of  examination  knowledge. 

As  we  trooped  through  the  portals  of  the  Medical  School,  our  numbers  were  aug- 
mented by  the  B.A.-M.D.'s  and  by  recruits  from  our  neighbour  to  the  south.  Our  class 
now  stood  thirty-three  strong  but  when  the  clouds  passed  in  the  spring  we  found  a  stable 
twenty-five  left. 
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But  we  pass  over  this  and  other  years  which  in  all  schools  and  to  all  medical  students 
are  alike.  What  medico  does  not  know  the  odour  of  the  dissecting  room;  the  rabbits'  fur 
of  the  physiology  lab;  the  frogs  of  pharmacology?  And  who  could  forget  waiting  for 
lecturers  who  were  detained  and  the  consequent  "make-up"  in  the  cold  and  chilly  morning 
hours?  What  of  the  five  o'clocks  on  cold,  dark,  wintry  afternoons?  What  of  the  mad  rush 
to  the  hospitals  in  the  grey  dawn  for  the  rendezvous  with  the  stork?     Nay,  say  no  more. 

Our  fifth  year  in  the  advance  was  marked  by  making  ourselves  acquainted  with  the 
wards  and  their  numerous  patients.  We  strived  to  learn  the  professional  approach  to 
conceal  our  lack  of  confidence  and  inexperience,  and  to  assume  the  air  of  "a  doctor."  Just 
as  the  elements  hew  and  chisel  ever-changing  nature,  so  the  familiarity  with  the  wards, 
the  meeting  and  examining  of  patients,  moulded  in  us  a  certain  feeling  of  confidence  and 
nonchalance  which  is  so  necessary  in  the  polished  clinician. 

During  the  final  year,  as  we  became  ever  closer  united  into  one  harmonious  group, 
and  as  others  learned  of  our  traits  both  as  individuals  and  as  a  group,  we  were  named, 
"The  Cosmopolitan  Class."  We  trust  that  each  and  everyone  will  be  a  true  cosmopolitan ; 
namely,  a  citizen  of  the  world,  characterized  by  unselfishness,  loyalty  and  determination. 

Those  days  are  gone.  We  pray  that  our  laboratory  has  produced  the  finished  product 
to  the  satisfaction  of  those  that  follow,  and  that  the  experiment  has  proved  a  success. 
We  were  introduced  to  new  courses,  new  time-tables  and  new  ideas,  and  many  changes 
have  taken  place  as  a  result. 

We  hope  that  though  we  are  not  tied  to  formal  hours  we  shall  always  be  students  of 
medicine,  and  this  leads  our  thoughts  towards  those  who  have  taught  us  so  patiently  and 
thoroughly  the  principles  of  the  science  and  art  of  healing.  Marcus  Aurelius  said,  "No 
man  can  honour  his  teachers  too  much"  and  now  that  we  have  reached  this  far,  we  have 
both  honour  and  gratitude  for  a  fine  body  of  teachers  and  men.  May  the  principles  and 
ideals  of  our  Alma  Mater  which  they  instilled  in  us  be  always  so  reflected  from  us  that  our 
teachers  can  contemplate  us  with  pride  and  content. 

Soon  we  shall  be  scattered,  perhaps  to  make  other  histories.  When  we  realise  the  part- 
ing is  here  we  are  sad  because  ties  forged  for  six  years  are  not  lightly  broken.  Each,  in 
his  mind,  will  carry  a  part  of  the  history  of  his  class.  May  that  part  each  carries  cheer 
him  over  the  rough  spots,  lighten  the  dull  moments,  calm  the  exciting  days  and  above  all 
inspire  him  to  carry  on  to  greater  heights  the  ideals  and  traditions  of  the  institution  which 
sends  us  forth  and  of  the  teachers  who  gave  us  professional  birth.

SEVENTY  years  have  passed  since  Huron  College  first  came  into  being,  years  often  clouded  with 
uncertainty  and  discouragement,  but  always  filled  as  well  with  activity  and,  we  hope,  useful  service 
to  the  community.  "Three  score  years  and  ten"  is  said  to  be  the  allotted  span  of  life  for  a  man;  for 
a  College,  its  passage  marks  but  the  completion  of  the  first  stage  in  a  career  of  growing  usefulness.  Our 
seventieth  birthday  was  marked  by  a  service  in  "Commemoration  of  Founders  and  Benefactors" 
on  December  and,  and  by  a  very  pleasant  banquet  which  followed. 

The  year  has  been  one  of  happy  activity.  The  Students'  Executive  Council,  the  "cabinet"  which 
controls  student  affairs  consists  of  the  Rev.  B.  G.  Buley,  B.A.,  (senior  student),  Messrs.  T.  M.  Brown, 
G.  H.  Armishaw,  K.  Hunter,  H.  R.  Bell  and  the  Deans  of  Residence.  Its  activities  have  been  very 
numerous  and  its  success  quite  marked. 

The  Missionary  Society  is  responsible  for  sending  out  students  to  fill  temporary  vacancies  and  also 
for  the  weekly  service  at  Victoria  Hospital.  A  Bible  discussion  group,  led  by  the  Principal  proved  a 
centre  of  interest  during  Lent. 

Provision  has  also  been  made  for  our  athletic  life.  While  few  outstanding  successes  were  achieved, 
soccer,  track,  basketball,  badminton,  hockey  and  harrier  work  all  received  attention.  Our  representatives 
in  University  Track,  Soccer,  Rugby  and  other  teams  made  a  very  creditable  showing.  In  the  spring  our 
own  harrier  race  over  a  course  linking  the  new  and  the  old  sites  of  the  College  was  run  off. 
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The  Debating  Union  has  had  a  fairly  active  year.  Outside  opposition  was  provided  by  teams  from 
Trinity  and  WyclifFe  Colleges.     Numerous  debates  within  the  College  were  also  held. 

The  Common  Room  continues  the  centre  of  our  community  life.  Numerous  periodicals  and  news- 
papers bring  in  news  of  the  outside  world.  The  radio,  piano,  easy  chairs  and  fireplace  provide  many  an 
evening  of  pleasant  recreation  and  solid  comfort.  A  bridge  tournament  one  winter's  evening  proved  an 
interesting  battle  of  wits. 

The  Alumni  re-union  m  the  fall  brought  many  former  students  back  to  their  old  haunts.  A  thousand 
copies  of  the  Christmas  Booklet  brought  not  only  the  graduates  of  the  College  but  also  many  other  friends 
information  as  to  its  present  life. 

Dr.  Anderson  who  is  on  leave  of  absence  has  been  greatly  missed.  He  will  be  welcomed  back  "from 
Rome"  next  fall,  full  of  enthusiasm  and  energy.  In  his  place  this  year  we  have  been  fortunate  to  have  had 
the  Rev.  R.  T.  P.  Appleyard,  B.  A.,  B.D.,  as  lecturer  and  Junior  Dean  of  Residence.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
the  college  and  has  proved  a  most  happy  addition  to  our  strength. 

Our  numbers  are  a  little  less  this  year;  we  have  twenty-seven  students  in  theology  and  thirteen  in 
Arts  and  Medicine.     With  improved  economic  conditions  we  hope  to  be  back  soon  at  our  full  strength. 

Our  eyes  are  turned  towards  the  new  site.  There  in  close  proximity  to  the  University,  we  plan 
someday  to  build  a  new  College.  In  it  some  of  our  dreams  will,  we  hope,  come  true,  and  our  lives  will 
be  fashioned  ever  more  adequately  in  preparation  for  the  strenuous  activities  of  life  ahead  of  us.  Mean- 
while we  are  doing  our  best  under  present  conditions  to  make  our  lives  four-square:  spiritual,  intellectual, 
physical  and  social,  each  in  its  due  proportion.

THE  HOLY  YEAR 

ON  Good  Friday  of  last  year,  throughout  the  Christian  World,  was  celebrated  the  Twentieth 
Centenary  of  the  death  of  Our  Divine  Saviour.     With  a  view  to  making  this  anniversary  as 
solemn  and  as  sacred  as  possible,  His  Holiness,  Pius  XI,  in  January,  1933,  invited  all  Christendom 
to  unite  with  him  in  an  Holy  Year  of  prayer  and  thanksgiving  in  return  for  the  benefits  of  our  Redemption. 

Important  as  this  anniversary  was,  it  had  approached  almost  unnoticed,  and  the  Pope's  letter  suddenly 
awakened  wide-spread  interest  among  Christian  people.  In  order  to  impress  on  the  minds  of  men  the 
greatness  of  this  event,  and  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  world  to  higher  and  nobler  aims.  His  Holiness 
proclaimed  another  Holy  Year,  the  third  of  his  pontificate,  commencing  on  Passion  Sunday,  April  2,  1933, 
and  continuing  until  Easter  of  the  following  year. 

It  was  to  be  a  time  of  prayer.  Pius  XI,  looking  out  from  the  Vatican  over  an  agonizing  world,  sunk 
in  the  depths  of  an  economic  and  social  crisis,  realized  that  Divine  intervention,  and  Divine  intervention 
alone,  could  relieve  the  terrible  misery  and  despair  of  this  Gethsemani  of  suffering.  As  spokesman  of  the 
millions  under  his  jurisdiction,  his  prayer  was  to  be  that  of  the  Apostles,  long  ago,  on  the  storm-tossed 
waves  of  Genesareth :  "Lord,  save  us,  we  perish." 

The  Holy  Year  began  with  the  traditional  ceremony  of  the  Opening  of  the  Holy  Door  in  the  four 
Patriarchal  Basilicas,  the  Pope,  himself,  officiating  in  Saint  Peter's.  At  Jerusalem  numerous  religious 
ceremonies  were  held,  the  most  solemn  being  the  procession  along  the  Via  Dolorosa, from  the  Praetorium 
in  Pilate's  house  to  the  scene  of  the  Crucifixion  on  Golgotha. 

Although  this  is  the  third  Holy  Year  to  be  observed  within  a  decade — an  unique  occurrence  in 
history,  perhaps,  since  the  first  Jubilee  in  1300 — it  has  lacked  nothing  of  the  interest  aroused  on  similar 
occasions.  For  the  first  time  since  1870,  the  Pope  has  left  the  confines  of  the  Vatican  to  visit  the  four 
great  Churches  of  Rome,  a  procedure  indicative  of  his  desire  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  lead  men,  by  word 
and  by  example,  back  to  the  feet  of  the  Crucified  Saviour. 

Passion  Sunday  of  last  year  saw  the  world  face  to  face  with  one  of  the  greatest  crises  that  society  will 
have  to  encounter  in  this  generation.  The  outlook  was  gloomy,  even  to  the  point  of  despair.  While 
statesmen  and  economists  strove,  by  human  means,  to  save  and  rectify  society,  Pius  XI,  full  of  confidence 
in  God's  mercy,  directed  men's  minds  to  Him,  Who  alone  can  safely  guide  the  destinies  of  men.  The 
dawn  of  a  brighter  day,  now  proclaimed  throughout  the  land,  is,  we  are  confident,  the  result  of  the  labours 
of  God-fearing  men  aided  and  assisted  by  Divine  Providence  Who,  in  His  infinite  wisdom,  directs  the 
actions  of  men  and  orders  all  things  sweetly. 

To  the  greater  glory  of  Him,  Who,  twenty  centuries  ago,  died  on  Calvary  for  our  salvation,  the 
Graduating  Class  of  St.  Peter's  Seminary  dedicate  this  section  of  the  1934  "Occidentalia."

A  T  the  time  when  the  post-war  period  of  prosperity  was  crashing  into  ruin,  we 
/~\     first  entered  the  halls  of  Assumption  College.    In  the  outside  world  the 
'  ruthless  pursuit  of  gold  and  the  reckless  spirit  of  abandon  that  marked  the 

so  called  "Jazz  Age"  had  suddenly  changed  to  confusion,  dread  and  despair.  Echoes 
of  the  disaster  filtered  through  into  the  lightness  and  gayety  of  college  communities. 
Yet  we  went  the  way  of  classes  before  us;  freshman  initiation,  the  traditional  flag 
rush,  the  gay  whirl  of  the  Arts  Ball,  became  members  of  student  clubs  until  we 
finally  settled  down  into  the  routine  of  college  life.     But  we  were  a  class  set  apart. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  twentieth  century  University  training  had  steadily 
fallen  away  from  its  original  ideals  of  learning  and  culture  and  had  gradually  crystal- 
lized into  a  formula  so  that  the  term  "college  education"  connotated  a  few  years  of 
community  life  on  a  campus,  illuminated  by  athletic  glory,  remembered  for  its  social 
pleasures  and  capped  with  a  degree  that  was  supposed  to  guarantee  material  success 
for  the  bearer  in  an  economic  system  of  wealth  and  prosperity.  For  us  however, 
that  order  of  things  had  vanished  and  so  we  were  forced  to  build  from  entirely  new 
foundations.  In  the  outside  world  who  could  visualize  the  outcome  of  the  commercial 
chaos?  How  could  we  in  college  strive  for  a  goal  that  had  crashed  as  the  tower  of 
Babel  had  fallen? 

Our  first  year  sped  by  and  soon  we  were  experiencing  the  thrill  of  being  called 
sophomores.  As  freshmen  we  had  passed  through  a  period  that  had  revolutionized 
our  former  conceptions  of  "success."  The  philosophy  of  which  we  had  been  the 
product  had  reached  its  end  in  a  terrible  calamity.  We  saw  that  philosophy  exposed 
in  all  its  false  and  artificial  worthlessness.  We  had  begun  to  learn.  It  was  then 
that  the  motto  of  Assumption  College "Bonitatem  et  Disciplinam  et  Scientiam  Doce 
Me"  opened  our  eyes  to  a  new  world.  Our  professors-taught  us  and  guided  us  in 
accordance  with  those  steadfast  and  rock-anchored  principles  which  had  survived 
the  trials  of  long  centuries.  In  that  second  year  in  college  we  began  to  apply  those 
principles  to  our  lives.     We  had  started  to  progress. 

As  juniors  we  first  noticed  that  our  college  days  were  swiftly  passing.  We 
were  now  builders  erecting  the  steel  work  around  which  our  characters  and  our  lives 
would  ultimately  take  shape.  In  our  third  year  we  began  to  take  our  places  at  the 
head  of  the  organizations  that  guided  student  activities.  Our  immediate  reaction 
to  this  new  authority  was  a  pleasant  feeling  of  importance  which  soon  gave  way  to 
the  graver  realization  of  our  responsibility.  It  was  then  that  we  first  began  to 
comprehend  the  peculiar  duty  that  was  ours  to  fulfill  when  we  would  leave  the  halls 
of  our  college. 
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We  are  seniors.  As  such  our  thoughts  are  coloured  by  one  predominant  idea, 
graduation  and  the  problem  of  the  future  which  lies  before  us.  It  is  now  time  to 
take  inventory  of  our  assets,  the  things  that  we  have  gained  from  our  college  educa- 
tion. What  is  good  has  been  taught  to  us;  knowledge  has  been  imparted  to  us; 
while  discipline  has  strengthened  and  tempered  us.  And  while  we  have  been  thus 
developing  morally  and  intellectually  we  have  knotted  bonds  of  lasting  friendship 
with  our  fellows  and  with  our  professors.  For  these  precious  gifts  we  are  grateful 
to  our  Alma  Mater.  Now  that  we  have  been  trained  to  think  right  we  are  bound  to 
go  forth  into  the  world  and  do  right,  for  our  college  holds  us  responsible  as  the 
bearers  of  Christian. civilization. 

The  commercial  crisis  and  the  subsequent  depression  forever  severed  the 
relationship  between  us  and  the  classes  that  preceded  us.  Our  fathers,  unwittingly 
perhaps,  reaped  the  whirlwind.  The  "false  front"  structures  of  their  making  have 
collapsed  and  lie  in  ruins.  But  beneath  the  debris  the  land  lies  fallow,  it  is  for  us  to 
clear  the  fields,  to  break  the  soil  and  to  sow  the  seed;  though  the  harvest  come  not 
in  our  time.  We  go  out  into  the  world  the  pioneers  of  a  new  and  greater  age.  The 
soft  comforts  and  luxuries  of  a  vanished  artificial  prosperity  are  not  for  us  but  we 
shall  experience  the  elation  which  is  the  reward  of  creative  effort,  we  shall  have  the 
joy  of  building. 

We  shall  not  fail  if  we  hold  fast  to  the  ideals  which  our  college  has  instilled  in  us. 
Victory  will  he  ours  if  we  remain  true  to  our  Alma  Mater,  to  our  Country  and  to 
our  God.  As  a  class  the  variagated  paths  of  the  world  will  soon  divide  us.  It  is 
then  that  we  must  be  on  our  guard,  then  will  come  the  desperate  struggle.  No 
longer  will  we  have  the  inspiration  of  our  professors  nor  the  encouragement  of  our 
comrades.     Then  we  must  fight  alone. 

And  so  when  at  Commencement  the  Class  of  '3,4  is  dispersed  we  shall  go  forth 
singly  into  the  world  fortified  and  unafraid,  with  a  challenge  on  our  lips.

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University   Students   Commission 


HE  University  Students'  Commission  is  composed  of  representative  students  from  the  faculties 
of  Arts  and  Medicine.  The  main  purpose  of  this  body  is  to  perpetuate  harmonious  and 
friendly  relations  between  these  two  groups  of  students. 


It  IS  apparent  that  when  two  colleges  of  the  same  University  are  as  far  apart  as  are  the  Medical 
and  Arts  Schools  it  is  quite  difficult  for  them  to  share  common  interests  and  the  same  points-of-view. 
It  has  been  found  in  the  past  that  the  University  Students'  Commission  has  been  an  effective  force 
in  bettering  friendly  relations  between  these  two  faculties. 

We,  the  present  Commission,  hold  out  the  hope  to  future  Commissions  that  they  will  grow  to 
include  representatives  from  any  new  faculties  which  may  be  established  and  that  they  will  strive 
wholeheartedly  after  "the  Golden  Fleece"  of  a  strong,  united  University  of  Western  Ontario.

HE  Hippocratic  Society  consists  of  all  the  students  registered  in  the  third,  fourth,  fifth,  and 
sixth  years  of  Medicine,  and  controls  all  social  functions  of  the  undergraduate  body  of  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine. 


The  Society  is  governed  by  a  Council  consisting  of  four  elected  members,  who  are  the  officers 
of  the  organization,  and  the  class  presidents  of  the  final  four  years.  The  elected  members  hold 
office  from  the  beginning  of  the  spring  term  to  the  end  of  the  following  fall  term  whereas  the  class 
presidents  are  members  of  the  Council  for  the  school  year,  thus  keeping  four  experienced  members 
on  the  executive  who  are  acquainted  with  its  current  business. 

Dr.  George  A.  Ramsay  was  elected  to  fill  the  office  of  Honorary  President  of  the  Society  for 
the  past  year,  and  on  many  occasions  provided  very  valuable  advice  to  enable  the  Council  to  carry 
on  its  work.  It  was  mainly  through  his  efforts  that  the  services  of  Dr.  Alfred  T.  Bazin,  Professor 
of  Surgery  of  McGill  University,  were  obtained  for  the  Annual  Meds  Banquet  and  also  for  a  very 
interesting  clinic  held  on  the  afternoon  of  the  Banquet.  The  Society  wishes  to  thank  Dr.  Ramsay 
for  his  generosity  and  advice  throughout  the  past  year. 

The  1933,  Council  continued  the  work  of  the  previous  Council  in  the  matter  of  a  standard 
Med's  insignia,  and  after  some  deliberation,  decided  on  a  crest  which  may  be  obtained  in  the  form 
of  a  pin,  ring,  key,  or  in  cloth. 

The  creation  of  an  Athletic  Committee  was  accomplished  in  the  spring  of  1933  which,  with 
the  aid  of  the  Athletic  Directorate,  was  able  to  supply  a  rather  full  athletic  program  for  the  members 
of  the  Society.  Competitive  games  in  basketball,  volley-ball,  hockey,  and  handball  were  arranged 
and  the  schedules  drawn  so  that  each  man  in  the  Medical  School  was  able  to  obtain  some  type  of 
athletic  competition. 

The  Annual  Meds  At  Home  was  again  favored  with  the  success  which  usually  attends  that 
function. 

The  Hippocratic  Society  extends  its  best  wishes  to  the  graduating  class  of  1934  with  the  hope 
that  each  member  of  the  class  enjoys  a  successful  career  in  the  pursuit  of  his  profession.

This  year  our  University  has  been  the  centre  for  most  of  the  Dominion  Intercollegiate  con- 
ventions,  including  the  N.F.C.U.S.,  the  C.I. P.,  the  Christian  Fellowship  and  others.  We  take 
credit  for  certain  main  issues  such  as  the  abolition  of  compulsory  attendance  at  lectures  and  the 
introduction  of  an  Annual  Commemorative  Service  for  all  students,  faculty  and  alumni  who  have 
graduated  from  the  school  of  Life.  Things  of  lesser  note,  including  refurnishing  and  renovation 
of  the  boys'  room  and  girls'  room;  the  improving  and  enlarging  of  the  parking  spaces  and  the  intro- 
duction of  the  Preamble  Dance,  are  some  of  the  assemblies'  achievements. 

May  I  hope  that  future  assemblies  will  be  blessed  with  such  active  and  interested  members 
as  this  year  and  such  capable  and  conscientious  officers  as  Lois  Gidley,  Lorna  Nash,  Bob  Glover  and 
Mason  Sharpe.

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THE  Laurier  and  the  Lady  Laurier  Clubs  seek  to  lay  down  principles  and  instructions  that  will  guide 
graduates  of  this  University  in  the  great  niission  on  which  they  enter,  that  mission  of  Service  in 
the  cause  of  a  larger  freedom  for  themselves  and  for  their  country  and  for  the  world;  and  to  thrill 
them  with  the  message,  found  in  words  of  such  inspiring  beauty : 

"Build  thee  more  stately  mansions,  O  my  soul, 
As  the  swift  seasons  roll! 
Leave  thy  low-vaulted  past! 
Let  each  new  temple,  nobler  than  the  last, 
Shut  thee  from  Heaven  with  a  theme  more  vast. 

Till  thou  at  length  art  free. 
Leaving  thine  outgrown  shell  by  life's  unresting  sea!" 
Politically  speaking,  these  two  liberal  organizations  aim  to  point  out  that  the  principles  of  true 
politics  are  but  the  extension  of  morals,  where  the  same  principles  apply  as  in  ethics,  and  that  politics 
is  the  study  of  the  welfare  and  the  good  of  persons  as  far  as  they  are  members  of  the  state. 

The  two  Laurier  Clubs  instruct  their  members  in  the  principles  of  Liberalism,  identifying  it  above 
all  else  with  freedom  and  equality.  "The  Liberal  attitude  is  based  upon  a  belief  in  the  general  interest 
as  being  superior  to  any  special  interest,  the  supremacy  of  general  interests  over  particular  interests.  It 
is  based  upon  a  belief  in  the  subordination  of  class  interests  to  the  interests  of  the  community.  It  implies 
that  the  good  of  all  is  the  good  of  each;  that  in  our  organized  social  life,  we  are  members  one  of  another." 
The  members  of  these  two  political  organizations  accept  the  interpretation  of  Liberalism  that  their  glorious 
leader  Sir  Wilfred  Laurier,  once  gave: 

"The  principle  of  Liberalism  is  inherent  to  the  very  essence  of  our  nature,  to  that  desire  of  happiness 
with  which  we  are  born  into  the  world,  which  pursues  us  throughout  life  and  which  is  never  completely 
gratified  on  this  side  of  the  grave.     Our  souls  are  immortal  but  our  means  are  limited.     We  constantly 

gravitate  toward  an  ideal  which  we  never  attain This  conception  of  our  nation  is  precisely 

what  makes  the  greatness  of  man,  for  it  condemns  him  irrevocably  to  movement,  to  progress;  our  means 
are  limited,  but  our  nature  is  perfectible  and  we  have  the  infinite  for  our  arena.  Thus,  there  is  always 
room  for  improvement  in  our  condition,  for  the  perfectibility  of  our  nature,  and  for  the  attainment  by  a 
large  number  of  an  easier  Hfe.     Here  again  is  what,  in  my  eyes,  constitutes  the  superiority  of  Liberalism."

THE  Trophy  here  represented  was  won  in  1932  by  Paul  PhiHp   Hauch,    M.D.,   and   m    193J    by 
Donald  J.  A.  Wright,  B.A.     It  was  presented  to  the  University  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  G.  Howard 
Ferguson.     The  award  is  made  annually  to  the  senior  student  who  is  considered  to  have  attained 
the  highest  achievement  during  his  University  career  in  athletics,  scholarship  and  college  life. 

The  committee  which  selects  the  winner  each  year  consists  of  the  President  of  the  University, 
Dean  of  University  College,  Dean  of  the  Medical  School,  Prefect,  President  of  the  Hippocratic  Society 
and  the  President,  Vice-President  and  Secretary  of  the  Athletic  Association. 

A  replica  of  the  Trophy  is  donated  each  year  to  the  candidate  to  whom  the  Trophy  is  awarded.  It 
is  presented  at  the  time  of  the  Spring  Convocation  by  the  President  of  the  University. 
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"  I  ET  us  charge  it  up  to  experience!"  Such  might  well  be  the  attitude  of  Western  Rugby  enthusiasts 
I  m  reviewing  the  rather  disastrous  football  season  of  1933, — disastrous  that  is,  when  viewed  only 
L—  from  the  standpoint  of  wins  and  losses.  No  one  who  followed  the  progress  of  this  year's  courage' 
ous  football  team  will  admit  for  one  moment  that  the  whole  story  has  been  told  when  the  record  of  one 
win  and  five  losses  is  written  down.  At  least  two  of  the  losses  might  have  been  victories  but  for  lack 
of  experience  and  the  other  three  defeats  were  by  no  means  one-sided.  In  each  of  the  games  lost  the  team 
handicapped  itself  by  giving  their  opponents  unnecessary  points,  and  were  unable  to  overcome  the  lead 
thus  obtained.  It  is  not  pointless  to  remark  that  in  some  of  these  games  at  least,  Western  did  exhibit, 
to  a  degree  never  before  approached,  that  never-saydie,  fighting  spirit  which  has  long  been  synonymous 
with  the  name  "Mustangs."  For  the  team's  supporters,  a  great  deal  of  the  bitterness  of  defeat  was 
wiped  out  by  the  tremendous  courage  shown  by  the  players  even  in  the  face  of  odds  somewhat  too  great. 

One  might  point  with  pride  once  more  to  the  clean,  upright  sportsmanship  displayed  throughout 
the  season — a  season  in  which  more  than  one  team  in  the  various  Unions  was  charged  with  unnecessarily 
rough  tactics.  It  is  not  more  than  one  expects  from  our  team,  but  is  nevertheless  a  matter  of  pride  to  all 
of  us.     In  this  respect,  we  trust  and  feel  sure  the  standard  of  play  of  Western  teams  will  never  change. 

And  what  of  the  19J4  campaign?  Do  not  let  us  be  too  pessimistic!  The  rebuilding  process  started 
this  year,  while  necessarily  slow,  should  show  results  next  year.  The  1934  team  will  undoubtedly  start 
the  season  with  a  far  better  foundation  than  last  year's  team.  A  number  of  veterans  will  graduate  and 
they  will  be  sadly  missed;  but  on  the  whole  we  believe  a  better-balanced,  better  trained  team  will  take  the 
field.  With  an  added  year's  experience,  the  younger  players  will  step  out  just  a  little  more  boldly  and 
will  undoubtedly  show  the  benefits  of  this  year's  campaign.

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What  would,  on  the  surface,  appear  to  be  the  University  of  Western  Ontario's 
most  disastrous  football  season  came  to  a  close  last  November.  The  Mustangs 
won  only  one  game  in  the  Intercollegiate  Schedule,  although  only  one  of  their  losses 
was  at  all  decisive.  Something  unusual  in  Intercollegiate  football  happened  when,  at 
the  end  of  the  schedule.  Queen's  and  Varsity  were  tied  for  the  championship. 
A  subsequent  playoff  in  Toronto  gave  Varsity  its  second  consecutive 'title. 
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But  now  for  our  own  grid  warriors.  Outscored,  but  far  from  outplayed,  the  Purple  and  White 
players  gave  their  best  in  every  game,  and  displayed  a  type  of  football  which,  even  though  it  was  not 
winning  football,  quickly  met  with  public  approval,  and  the  Mustangs  played  to  packed  stadia  every- 
where. As  we  have  said,  they  suffered  only  one  real  defeat.  Their  other  losses  might  just  as  well  have 
been  victories  as  far  as  the  relative  merits  of  the  teams  were  concerned.  As  usual,  the  well-known 
Western  fighting  spirit  was  ever  conspicuous,  on  the  field  and  off.  And  that  is  why  Western  is  proud 
of  her  team.  They  didn't  win  a  championship,  no.  But  they  stuck  to  their  guns  when  everything  was 
against  them,  and  that  is  more  to  be  desired  than  all  the  trophies  in  the  world.

A  word  here  about  the  coach.  In  the  first  place,  the  team  which  wore  the  purple  and  white  colours 
on  the  gridiron  last  fall  was  a  new  one.  Graduation  had  riddled  the  number  of  experienced  men  at  Joe 
Breen  s  disposal,  but  he  went  right  to  work  with  one  of  the  youngest  teams  in  the  country,  and  welded 
it  into  a  feared  and  respected  football  machine.  No  man  in  Canada  could  have  done  this  job  as  Joe  did  it, 
and  as  long  as  Joe  returns  to  guide  the  helm  at  Little  Stadium  Westerners  can  look  for  inspired  teams. 
May  Joe,  for  many  years  to  come,  remain  as  the  mentor  and  friend  of  fans  and  players  at  Western. 

We  may  here  run  over  the  results  of  the  games.  As  was  expected.  Western  bowed  to  Hamilton 
Tigers  and  Sarnia  Imperials  in  the  exhibition  contests,  but  not  before  the  new  players  had  gained  valuable 
experience  in  playing  against  two  of  the  strongest  teams  in  Canada. 

In  the  first  scheduled  Intercollegiate  game,  the  Queen's  Tricolor  came  to  London,  and  the  Mustangs 
chalked  up  their  only  win  of  the  season  by  the  score  of  5-3.  Things  looked  bright,  but  in  Toronto  the 
next  week,  an  inspired  University  of  Toronto  team  rose  to  great  heights  to  humble  a  rather  disorganized 
purple  team  by  the  terrible  score  of  20-3.  It  was  Varsity's  revenge  for  what  happened  in  London  the 
year  before. 
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Then  the  Mustangs  went  to  Montreal  to  play  in  the  shadow  of  Mount  Royal.  After  completely 
outplaying  McGill  for  fifty  minutes,  they  saw  a  blocked  kick  turned  into  a  touchdown  for  a  Red  victory, 
10-6.  In  the  return  game  the  next  week  Shag's  men,  somehow  or  other,  capitalized  on  a  couple  of  Western 
mistakes  and  scored  another  triumph,  8-7. 

Varsity  came  to  London  the  next  week,  and  in  a  free-scoring  game  m  which  the  Mustangs  showed 
more  fight  than  has  ever  been  seen  in  Little  Stadium,  finally  bowed  before  Jack  Sinclair's  kicking,  and  were 
forced  to  accept  a  21-14  defeat.  In  the  last  game,  played  in  Richardson  Stadium  at  Kingston,  on  Armistice 
Day,  an  unearned  touchdown  gave  Queen's  an  8-j  verdict  over  the  luckless  Mustangs. 

Next  year's  prospects  look  very  bright  indeed  for  Western.  Graduating  players  will  include  Ward, 
Kennedy,  Quigley,  Lorriman,  Mugan,  Awde,  Lawson,  Kime  and  Rockey,  and  there  will  certainly  be 
gaps  to  fill,  but  there  is  a  host  of  eager  recruits  on  the  Intermediate  and  Junior  teams,  and  our  prediction  is 
that  the  end  of  next  season  will  find  Joe  Breen  and  his  Mustangs  sitting  very  close  to  the  top  of  the  heap.
